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Hands  are  the  means  by  which  man  transforms 
ideas  and  dreams  into  practical  realities.  Many  of 
our  ideas  and  plans  are  such  that  we  need  only  our 
two  hands  to  carry  them  out.  Others  are  more  com- 
plex: we  need  more  than  our  own  mind  to  conceive 
them  and  more  than  our  own  hands  to  make  them 
manifest. 

Twelve  years  of  our  lives  are  spent  in  public  edu- 
cation— education  of  our  minds  that  they  may  better 
produce  Ideas,  and  education  of  our  hands  that  they 
may  better  Implement  these  ideas.  It  Is  during  this 
training  period  that  we  become  familiar  with  the 
Idea  of  cooperation.  We  learn  that  perhaps  our  ideas 
are  not  omniscient  and  that  by  combining  the  best 
features  of  our  plans  with  those  of  others,  the  finished 
product  is  often  better  than  we  could  have  accom-

pllshed  alone.  When  carrying  out  our  plans,  we  learn 
that  the  combined  strength  of  many  hands  is  greater 
than  any  two  alone.  In  addition,  we  learn  that  hands 
and  the  Ideas  behind  them  are  valuable  in  our  group 
effort  regardless  of  their  color  or  age. 

To  each  of  us,  our  hands  symbo'ize  our  power 
to  Implement  our  own  desires.  Cooperation  In  many 
cases  means  scrapping  a  part  of  our  plans  or  employ- 
ing some  of  our  power  toward  another's  plans.  In 
almost  every  case,  where  we  have  made  this  sacri- 
fice, however,  the  end  result  makes  the  sacrifice 
v/orth  while. 

Some  of  us  will  go  on  with  our  schooling;  others 
have  reached  the  end  of  their  formal  training.  None 
of  us,  however,  will  ever  lack  the  opportunity  to  con- 
tinue to  learn  and  put  into  practice  the  art  of  co- 
operation— the  art  of  joining  hands.
